Motor Vehicle Administration – Acceptable Source Documents – Valid 2 

Military Identification Card 3 

 

FOR the purpose of requiring the Motor Vehicle Administration to accept an 4 

individual’s valid United States military identification card as evidence of the 5 

individual’s lawful status, as defined in a certain provision of law, age, and 6 

identity for purposes of the issuance of an identification card, a moped 7 

operator’s permit, or a driver’s license; requiring the Administration to adopt 8 

certain regulations; and generally relating to source documents required for the 9 

issuance of identification cards, moped operators’ permits, and drivers’ licenses. 10 

 

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 11 

MARYLAND, That the Motor Vehicle Administration shall: 12 

 

 (a) accept an individual’s valid United States military identification card as 13 

evidence of the individual’s lawful status, as defined in § 11–127.1 of the 14 

Transportation Article, age, and identity for purposes of the issuance of an 15 

identification card, a moped operator’s permit, or a driver’s license; and 16 

 

 (b) adopt regulations consistent with this Act.  17 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 18 

October 1, 2011. 19
